On January 27 , 1986, the Defendant* Richard Lee Pollock/ 
appeared in person wi th his attorney* John Logan . The State 
appeared by Assistant County Attorney/ Mona Knoll . 

The Defendant withdrew the plea of not guilty previously 
entered and thereupon entered a plea of guilty to the charge 
filed in the Information/ namely, Count II, Lascivious Acts With 
a Child, in violation of Section(s) 709.8 of The Iowa Code. 

The Court specifically finds that the plea is voluntarily 
entered wi th an understanding of the charge , a knowledge of the 
criminal consequences and the constitutional rights waived by the 
plea, that there exists a factual basis supporting the charge and 
said plea is accepted and entered of record.
